Licensing conditions relating to Import of Commodities etc., under the Canadian 
Developfment Loan (Non-Project) C. $ 40 millUM 

Import licence No.-__-Canadian $ 40 million 

Development Loan (.Non-Projectl dated 7th April, 1071. 

1. The licence will be Issued with an initial validity period of 4 months. Firm 
orders, on C.I.F. or C F or FAS/FOB (for bulk shipments) basis, must be placed 
on the suppliers within four months from the date of issue of the import licence. 
Licences may be submitted for revalldation to cover shipments with documentary 
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proof of Arm orders having been placed and showing the contractual date(s) of 
shipment (s). If orders cannot be placed within four months, the licence should 
be submitted for re validation during the 5th month giving the reasons for the 
delay in placing orders and indicating the date by which orders would be placed. 
Such requests will be considered on merits by the C.C.I&K In consultation with 
the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs), where necessary. 

2. All payments must be completed within one month after expiry of licence 
or Slst May, 1972, whichever is earlier. Individual payments must be arranged 
upon shipment of goods. No credit facility of any kind will be permitted. 

3. Invitation to Tender (Tender Notice). —(i) The Indian importer must invite 
tenders from the recommended list of potential suppliers in Canada or obtain 
waiver of tender. The recommended list of potential Canadian suppliers or ap¬ 
proval to waive tenders js to be obtained, from the Canadian High Commission 
in New Delhi. 

(li) Each tender must be approved in advance by CIDA (This approval is 
obtained on behalf of the importer by the Canadian High Commission In New 
Delhi) before being Issued to Canadian suppliers. At the time of issue of the 
tender call, copies of the tender notice, together with .schedules and speclflcations, 
alongwlth a list of Canadian flrjrm invited to tender, should be forwarded directly 
to Canadian International Development Agency, Ottawa 4, Ontario, Canada, and 
the First Secretary (Development), Canadian High Commission, 13, Golf Links, 
New Delhi-3. 

(ill) Invitation to tender must contain the following details; — 

(a) The tender notice should contain a reference to the import licence No., 

date and value authorising procurement against the Canadian Loan 
of C. $ 40 million. 

(b) Detailed specifications, quantity and quality of the materials or com¬ 

modity required should be expressed as far as possible in terms of 
Canaclian standards or speclflcations and where other than Canadian 
Specifications or standards are used, the Canadian equivalent should 
be given and the tenderers requested to indicate in their tenders the 
similarity and differences between their offer and the requirement 
specifications. 

( ;) The tender notice should prominently mention closing date and hour b,v 
which -tenders should reach the office of the buyer. (The tender 
closing date should be so established as to provide adequate time for 
the tenderers to prepare and mail their tenders, NormaLy a mini¬ 
mum of 30 clear days should be allowed for receipt of the tenders), 

(il) The tenderers must be required to forward a copy of their completed 
tenders to the CIDA, at Ottawa at the( same time as they are for¬ 
warded to the buyers. 

(e) All tenders and copies of tenders to CIDA should be submitted in 

double sealed envelopes with the Inner envelope clearly marked that 
they are tenders, and giving instructions that they are not to be 
opened until the agreed tender opening date. Copy of the tender call 
for CIDA shou'd be marked in a similar manner. 

(f) The tenderers must be required to fill in the Canadian Content Declara¬ 

tion Form (attached) as Appendix (‘A’O and forward the same to the 
C.I.D.A. as part of the tender documentation. 

fi>) A copy of Iho Canadian Content Declaration Form is not to be for- 
. 1 ) tic bn,-, bui in the suppliers’ tender the Canadian Con- 
' . ' b.v percentage and rlollnr value of the material and equipment 
must be mentioned prominently. 

(h) The tender notice should clearly stipulate that only offers with a mini¬ 
mum overall Canadian Content of 66-2/3 per cent will normally be 
considered. 

(1) TVhe tender notice must,contain instructions that only the FAS or FOB 
cost of the purchase would be paid by CIDA out of the Canadian 
Loan and that the ocean freight and insurance will he paid separately 
by the buyers. The arrangements which will be completed by the 
importer to defray costs for ocean shipping and Insurance should be 
specified in the tender. Therefore, the tender notice must contain 
specific instructions that the tenderer must indicate the FAS cost and 
other items of cost .separately. Also, it must be quite clear whether 
the aw aid will be decided on the basis of the low c i.f. or f.a.s. 
(f.o.b. for bulk shipment) bid. 
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(j') Indian agent’s commission, i( any, should be indicated separately and 
state that it will be paid in India in rupees. 

(k) Any other information concerning factors vhich may affect or be consi¬ 
dered in asses.sment of lenders. 

4. Tender Assessment.- —(a) Only offers with a minimum overall Canadian con- 
lent of 66-2/3 per cent should normally be considered for acceptance and, imme¬ 
diately tenders are opened, the Canadian High Commission in New Delhi should 
be advised concerning (i) the names of the Arms who tendered (U) the details of 
the prices offered and (iii) the name of the tenderer to whom the order is proposed 
to be Issued. Order.s should be placed only after receipt of approval from CIDA 
(obtained through the Canadian High Commission), 

(b) The lowe.st tender conforming to the tender specification and having the 
requi.site Canadian Content must invariably be accept^ unless otherwise specific¬ 
ally agreed to in writing by the CIDA. If other than the lowest offer is proposed 
to be accepted, the reason for doing to must be submitted to the CIDA (through 
the Canadian High Commission) and their prior approval specifically taken before 
the purcha.se contiact is awarded. 

(c) In the event cf all the tenders failing to meet the required specifications, 
the competition must be regarded as cancell^ and fresh tenders must be invited 
on the basis of acceptably modified specifications. 

(d) Only those tenders received by the office of the buyer before the closing 
date and hour established in the tender notice should qualify for consideration. 

(e) In all negotiations, it .should be made clear that the acceptance, of any offer 
i.s provisional and would become firm only after It is accepted for financing by the 
CIDA, Ottawa. 

(f) Tendering procedures shall he conducted In accordance with good commer¬ 

cial practice and no attempt is lo be made to negotialive prme.s subsequent to 
opening tenders. c 

6. Provisions for waiver of tender. —CIDA may waive the requirement fpr 
i''oinpetltlve tenders as specified above in one or more of the following situation.s:— 

(a) When procuronent is proposed under certain supplier/importer relation 
ships and 1he buyer Is a recognised traditional customer of the sup., 
plier. 

(h) When procurement concerns a commodity or material which is only avail¬ 
able Irom a single .smree only, 

(r) When procurement concerns a commodit.y or material which by nature 
and specification is peculiar to n .specific manufacturing proce.ss or end 
product. 

(d) When cominodilies are to be piocured under such ether condition which 
appear to CIDA to merit a waiver from the tendering procedure.s des¬ 
cribed herein. 

Applir.stlons for waivci .supported by reasons therefor must be forwarded lo the 
Caoddian High Ccinmi.rsioii ui New Dellil, who will submit them to CIDA in 
Ottawa. No procurement action i.s io be initiated until the notification of approval 
i.s given by Cl DA 

6 . Purchase Contracts. —(i) Purchase contract may be concluded on FAS, FOB 
(when hulk cargoes are Involved) cr CIP, C&F basts but only the PAS or FOB 
cost (Canadian Port i.e. incliislve of all terminal charaes) xinll he paid by CIDA 
and shnvld therefore he senarntelv and specifically indicated in Canadian dollars. 

'1 he value o] the contract should he expressed in Canadian dollars. Indian Agent’s 
Commissions if any, .should be paid in Indian Rupees (The same will, however, be 
debited against the Exchange Contiol copy ol the Import licence). 

(il) After receipt of the approval for the award of the contract from CIDA, 
Ottawa (tc be obtained by the importer through the Canadian High CommissiotO 
the Indian importer will place his purchase order on the approved supplier. A 
copy of the purchase contract must be forwarded to CIDA at the same time as 
it is de.spatched to the .succe,s.sful tenderer. Two copies of the buyer’s order 
(together with a copy of the letter of approval of CIDA) are to he forwarded to the 
Ministry oi Finance, DepurLment of Economic Affairs, Economic and Accounts 
Branch, Jeewan Deep Building, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi. The importer 
will also have to furnish a Bank Guarani ee in the form attached (Appendix B) 
from an authorised dealer in foreign exchange in India for the full FAS cost of 
order.s placed against the Import licence plus 1 per cent thereof converted at the 
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old composits rate of Rs. 701—^Canadian $ 100 (with a provision that the Bank 
undertakes to make such additional deposits as may be necessary in terms of CCIE 
Public Notice No. 133-ITC(PN)/70, dated 4lh September, 1970 and the value of the 
Bank Guarantee stands automatically adjusted due to any further change in the 
composite rate), The Bank guarantee should be executed on a non-judicial stamp 
paper, the value of the stamp being adjudicated by the Collector of Stamps in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 31 of the stamp Act, 1899. (No Bank 
Guarantee is required from Public Sector projects). The Department of Economic 
Affairs will send copy of the purchase order to CIDA, Ottawa through the Canadian 
High Commission authorising them to issue a conforming purchase order to the 
Canadian Suppliers. 

(hi) The purchase order should contain precise details as follows; — 

(a) Specify that it is subject to confirmation by CIDA. 

(b) Detailed specifications, quantity, unit of measure and price of the 

materials or commodities to be supplied. 

(c) Detailed deUvory Instructions. 

(d) Information that the FAS Canadian seaport. Including all terminal 

charges, or FOB vessel costs will bo paid by CIDA. 

(e) Advice concerning the arrangements which will be made for insurance 

and booking and payment of ocean freight cr other means of trans¬ 
portation. 

(f) The name and address of the ultimate copsignee, the nO'tifled party (if 

applicable) and the port of discharge. 

(g) Instructions to the supplier that he should send by FAST Air Mall the 

negotiable shipping documents to the designated Indian Bank, simulta¬ 
neously, they submit their payment document to CIDA for payment. 
Subsequently, after receiving payment advice from CIDA, the suppliers 
should indicate by Air M^l, the date and amount of payment (by 
CIDA) to the Importer. While submitting documents to CIDA for 
payments, the suppliers should certify to CIDA that (a) they have des¬ 
patched original shipping documents to the Bank In India by Air Mail, 
and (b) Immediately after receiving payment, they would intimate to 
the importers by Air Mall the amount and the date of payment by 
ClDA. (On receipt of Intimation of payment from supplier, the im¬ 
porter would produce the same to the Bank for necessary action by 
them). 


Note. —Once a purchase contract is placed on Canadian Supplier, it Is considered 
binding. 

(Iv) Confirming Purchase Orders, —-The C.I D.A. will, while confirming the pur¬ 
chase order to the supplier, assure payment of FAS costs after receipt of the 
original and three copies cf supplier’s Invoice, and proof of shipment, The CIDA 
will also instruct the Canadian supplier that the negotiable shipping documents are 
to be forwarded by him promptly by Fast Air Mail to the designated Indian Bank, 
vide (g) above. The (JlDA would verify the certifications of the supplier, vide 
(g) above while making payments to them. 

7. Report on Ordering.—On the first of each month, a report of orders placed as 
in the form Appendix ‘C’ attached herewith should be sent by the Importers to the 
Ministry of Flnanc^ Department of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts 
Branch and also to Iprelgn Exchange SectJoiu Ministry of Industrial Development 
and External Trade, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi, The report should cover all 
licences and eligible imports and should continue to be sent until the import 
licence is fuUy utilised. 

8 . Pagments against import licences. —(I) The Import licence will not be valid 
for remittance of FAS or FOB cost (Canadian Port) from India, as the same will 
be paid in Canada out of the relevant Canadian Loan. Foreign Exchange neces¬ 
sary for other Items of cost i.e. ocean freight. Insurance etc. will be movlded for 
In the Import licence Itself and will be remittable. through normal banking channels 
on the basis of Exchange Control Copy of the licence which will be valid for such 
payment. The Canadian suppliers will be paid the FAS or FOB cost directly by 
the CIDA, Ottawa cn submission of the prescribed domuments, namely, the original 
and three copies of Supplier invoices, accompanied by three copies of non-negotlable 
bill of lading and freight certificates and inspection certificates where applicable- 
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(ii) The Indian Bank which has lurnishcd the puarantee will receive the original 
Ehlpplng doenments from the Canadian Suppliers but should release the doeumenti. 
to the Indian Importers only after ensuring that the importer has deposited the 
rupee equivalent of the FOB/FAS cost of the import paid to the supplier by the 
CIDA into the Accounts of Government of India, the rupee equivalent being cal¬ 
culated at the exchange rate notified in CCIE Public Notice No. 133—ITC (PN) / 71) 
dated 4th September, 1970 (see note below) and alsc Interest fS’fi per cent P-a. on 
the amount of deposit calculate I for the period commencing from the date of 
payment to the Canadian Supplier by CIDA to the date of rupee deposit of the 
said rupee equivalent, 'the necessary rupee deposits relating to FOB/PAS cost 
and inierest must be arranged to be made within 7 da.v.s of receipt of documents 
and advice of payment by the Indian Bank. The Head of Account to which the 
amounts should be credited is given below; — 

“Deposits and advances—Part II Deposits not bearing interest—Other 
Deposits account Civil Deposits—dei>osits of cost of material procured 
under Canadian Development Doan Assistance—Loan dated 7th 
April, 1971 for C. $ 40.00 million.” 

Imfiurtavt Note .—It should be noted very carefully that the said Exchange rate 
IS the prevailing composite rate of exchange and Is subject to change which, as and 
when decided upon by the Government of India, will be communicated to the 
importers/bankers. 

(hi) The deposits shall be made normally at the Reserve Bank of India, New 
Delhi or the State Bank of India, Delhi, where this is not feasible, it Is e 
permissible to remit by means of a demand draft drawn on and in favou’ 
the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi. The importer should alsip 
in duplicate form 'S’ incorporated in Annexure II to Public Notice No. 184-r 
(PNVfi8, dated 30th Aupjst, 1968 and present the same to their bank Wi 
arranging for i upec deposits in accordance with the procedure prescribed in tv 
l^blic Notice, 

(iv) The Indian Bank concerned shall .send one copy of the treasury Chall" 
from the Reserve Bank of India or the State Bank of India to the Finance Minlsb 
Department of Economic Alfalrs, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, Jeevan De 
Building, 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi alongwith a forwarding letter givl 
fuU details of the import and one set of documents (Invoice. Bill of Ladln. 
evidence of payment with date). When all imports against an import licence 
are completed and the importers’ bank applies for release of bank guarantee, 
such request should invariably be made in the form indicated in Appendix ‘D* 
accompanied by a certificate from imTOrter confirming that wherever loss or 
damage to goods in transit or short lan^ng of goods has occurred suitable claim 
relative to it has been preferred along with dwails thereof. It should be noted 
that unless these are complied with, release of bank guarantee wIU not be consider¬ 
ed. 

(v) The Indian Bank concerned wlU verify, before making remittance of ocean 
freight amounts, that the necessary recoveries on account of POB/FAS cost of 
goods, paid by CIDA and also for interest charges at 6 per cent p.a. from date of 
payment to date of deposit, have been made and accounts credited to Government 
Account. 

(vi) Ocean freight and inspection. —The importer shall be responsible for the 
arrangement and payment of:-— 

(a) 'The cost of ocean freight and Insurance, preferably by an irrevocable 

Letter of Credit deposited with a Canadian bank and negotiable by 
the agency appointed by him to arrange ocean shipping and insurance. 

(b) The Inspection of materials other than that normally provided by the 

supplier in the form of manufacturer’.s warranty, where necessary 
prior to packing and shipping. 

0. Insurancc.^CIDA should be advised Immediately concerning any shortages, 
damages or losses directly attributable to the ocean carrier for which' It is Intended 
to place a claim on the insurance company. 

Should the importer receive directly or indirectly any payment of marine insur¬ 
ance resulting from claims for loss or damage imder a marine insurance policy, 
he shall immediately notify CIDA of .such payment and shall use such proceeds to 
replace the commodities or materials or portion thereof with like goods from a 
Canadian source, 

10. Disputes.- —The importer shall note that the Government will not undertake 
any responsibility for disputes. If any, that may aria*. 
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II. Future Inatructions.—The importer bhall promptly comply with any direc¬ 
tions, instructions or orders Issued by the Government regardlnjr any and all matters 
arising from or pertaining to the import licence. 

12 Bteach of violations .—^Any breach or violation of the Conditions set forth 
in the clauses mentioned above would result in appropriate action under the Import 
and Export (Control) Act.

Lint r:—Canadian portion ot material purchased should reflect the fact that such material purdl* 
ased from Canadian suppliers has a non-Canadian content, E.G. purchases from Cana, 
dian suppliers/may cost 8io,ooo but in this $ io,ooo there may be S 2,ooo of non-Cana¬ 
dian content, therefore these should be entered only $ 8,ooo in the ^anandlon Column 
and the S2,000 should be entered In the non-Canadian column. The total Invoice value 
paid to Canadian suppliers, J io,ooo in the above example, should appear on line 8.
